deliveries  of  milk  to  handlers  regulated  under  the  Fort  Wayne  milk  order.  This  is 
the  minimum  price  for  milk  testing  3.5%  and  is  subject  to  adjustment  by  the  producer 
butterfat  differential  of  $.074  for  each  l/107o  of  butterfat  test  over  or  under  3.57o. 

The  price  of  $3.59  per  hundredweight  is  5 cents  higher  than  last  years  June  price 
under  the  Fort  Wayne  order  and  30  cents  above  the  June  1959  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

Producer  receipts  in  June  amounted  to  16,876,693  pounds  or  732,808 
pounds  less  than  in  May,  However,  on  a daily  basis  production  in  June  was  only  1%  less 
than  in  May.  The  964  farmers  shipping  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market  had  an  average  daily 
production  of  584  pounds,  3 pounds  above  their  average  daily  shipments  in  May  1961. 

CLASS  I UTILIZATION 

10,853,096  pounds  of  milk  amounting  to  64.37o  of  the  producer  deliver- 
ies was  used  in  Class  I products.  These  products  consist  of  fluid  milk,  skim  milk, 
buttermilk,  flavored  milk,  flavored  milk  drinks  and  cream  products  and  are  priced 
in  the  highest  class  under  the  order.  The  Fort  Wayne  Class  I utilization  percentage 
of  64.3%  in  June  compares  favorably  with  similiar  percentage  figures  of  63.8%  for 
the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart  market  and  63.5%  for  Indianapolis. 

SEASONAL  PRICING 

June  1961  will  be  the  last  month  this  year  in  which  the  Fort  Wayne 
order  will  add  money  to  the  reserve  fund  for  payment  back  to  producers  in  the  fall. 
Consequently,  the  order  price  for  July  and  August  milk  should  be  substantially 
higher  than  the  prices  the  farmer  received  for  May  and  June  milk.  One- third  of 
the  reserve  fund,  plus  interest  earned  on  this  money  from  U.  S.  Treasury  Bills,  will 
be  added  in  the  September,  October  and  November  pool  computations  and  will  further 
improve  the  farm  price  for  milk  delivered  in  these  months.

The  July  price  for  Class  I milk  is  $4.38.  This  compares  with  Class 
I prices  of  $4,39  for  June  milk  and  $4.43  for  May  Class  I milk.
